The condition of aflairs in Texas surely 
demands some remedy. We have repeat- 
edly ealled attention to it. The Texas pa- 
pers come to us full of accounts of the un- 
authorized and oppressive acts of the mili- 
tary forces of a tyrannical Governor. But 
it is hard for a people enjoying a moderate 
degree of peace and quiet to believe that, 
in another portion of the country and an- 
der the same Genera] Government, such a 
state of continued persecution and shame- 
ful outrage exists. The people at a dis- 
tance are prone to believe that the com- 
plaints which come from Texas are 
the outcioppings of partisan hate 
and political animgsities result- 
ing from the approach or pendancy 
of an election; yet it must be remembered 
that the election is over in Texas, and the 
people and press have had a good long 
month in which to recover their good feel- 
ing, and still the complaints continue to 
come, growing louder and louder every 
day, until they have become the cries of 
pain and anguish. Be sure of it that the 
‘Texan people are suffering as no people of 
this country ever suffered before. Bound 
cown by taxation and goaded by the bayo- 
net, they are being driven to desperation 
fast, aud something must be done or we 
Shall have serious trouble anon.

Last week, 
at Marseilles, the colonel of a regiment, in 
returning the colors to his battalion, pro- 
nounced a discourse, in which the sub- 
stantive ‘republic’ is completely omitted.”

The same mplished the rero- 
lution of July. Party spirit, after hinder- 
ing our military reorganization, and thus 
prepared our defeat, created the 4th of 


September, which has cost us two pror- 


inces and five thousand millions. As long 
as there shall exist in France three or four 
parties, the ‘outs’ will coalesce against that 
which holds power, and will overturn it in 


de macn, seize the Government, all the 
monarchists, to-day divided, would unite 
to combat it and would destroy it in two 
years. If traditional.monarchy could es- 
tablish itself by a surprise, the Republicans 
would gery soon be in accord with the Bo- 
napartists to fight the white flag. And if the 
Empire should return without an explicit 
appeal to the country, it would have as an 
aniagonist the coalition that it had over- 
throwrm. According te circumstances, the 
coalition would call itself ‘the Conserva- 
tive Union,’ ‘Union Democratic,’ or Lib- 
eral.’ There will always be 3 coalition 
which will hinder the Government from 
taking salutary steps, until the day when 
it will overturn the minisiry,. accusing 
it of not having taken them.

laws upon the subject of river navigation 
have been singularly defective. The men 
who had passed their lives on the Western 
waters, and who had learned in the school 
of experience the alpha and omega of water 
transportation, were not consulted by the 
authorities in regard to the measures pro- 
posed for the management of these great in- 
terests, or if consulted their counsel and 
their experience were disregarded. The 
result has been that Western steamboat 
men have labored under many difficulties 
imposed by the laws, and have been com- 
pelled to submit to many useless and ab- 
surd and costly requirements, and, instead 
of finding a fostering and supporting care 
extended over their business by the friend- 
ly and paternal hand of the Government, 
they have had to fight their way step by 
step over innumerable obstacles thrown 
in their way by wrong and ridiculous leg- 
islation. 

They have at last determined to make a 
united effort to secure some attention to 
their wants and wishes—some redress of 
their grievances. The object of this 
convention is to prepare, upon 
thorough consideration and  consulta- 
tion, a revision of the laws gov- 
erning steamboats on the Western rivers 
and lakes, to protest earnestly and unani 
mously against the law as it now stands, 
and to urge upon Congress a repeal or 
modification of its obnoxious provisions, 
and the substitution of the amended stat- 
utes which their own experience and judg- 
ment and knowledge of the matter will 
enable them to adapt to the wants of river 
and lake transportation. If Congress is 
wise and true tothe large section and the 
immense trade represented, it will heed 
their advice and adopt their suggestions, 

The convention is as fine-looking a body 
of men as ever assembled in the West, 
and represents probably a hundred and 
fifty millions of private wealth, to say 
nothing of the important public enterprises 
which owe their success to the intelligent |. 
energy of many of the members. Quite a 
number are to be seen on the floor who 
have grown gray in steamboating on the 
Western waters; others who have not

A False Alarm.
